I. GENERAL DISEASES. 

1. TYPHOID FEVER (Abdominal Typhus). 

Include under this title: Dothienenteritis ; mucous, 
continued, enteric, ataxic, or adynamic fever ; abdominal 
typhus. 

Frequent complications: Pneumonia; pulmonary con- 
gestion; intestinal perforation; peritonitis; intestinal 
hemorrhage; sloughing; albuminuria. 

Do not include: Adynamia (179) ; ataxo-adynamia (179). 

2. EXAOTHEMATOUS TYPHUS. 

Include under this title: Petechial fever; petechial 
typhus. 

Do not include: Abdominal typhus (1). 

Note. — The word "typhus," without qualification, will be taken 
in the sense which is usual to it in each country, viz, in the sense of 
"abdominal typhus " in German speaking countries, or as " exanthe- 
matous typhus " in French speaking ones. 

3. RECURRENT FEVER. 

Include under this title: Relapsing fever; recurrent 
typhus. 

4. INTERMITTENT FEVER AND MALARIAL CACHEXIA. 

Include under this title : Paludal fever ; pernicious fever ; 
accesso pernicioso ; remittent fever ; malaria. 

4a. MALARIAL CACHEXIA. 

Paludism; pernicious cachexia; paludal anaemia. 

5. VARIOLA. 

Include under this title : Smallpox, varioloid. 
Do not include: Varicella (19). 

Frequent complications : Meningitis; endocarditis; sup- 
puration; albuminuria.

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6. MEASLES. 

Include tinder this title : Eruption of measles. 
Frequent complications: Bronchitis; broncho-pneu- 
monia. 

Do not include: Rubeola (19). 

7. SCARLATINA. 

Include under this title: Puerperal scarlatina; scarla- 
tinous angina. 

Frequent complications: Albuminuria; eclampsia; 
oidema of the glottis; hemorrhage; endocarditis; peri- 
carditis; paralysis; convulsions. 

8. WHOOPING COUGH. 

Frequent complications: Bronchitis; convulsions. 

9. DIPHTHERIA AND CROUP. 

Include under this title: Diphtheritic, huffy, pseudo- 
membranous, infectious, malignant, or toxic angina. 
Diphtheria under all its forms, especially diphtheria of 
wounds, cutaneous diphtheria; conjunctival diphtheria; 
buccal diphtheria. Pseudo-membranous bronchitis ; 
pseudo-membranous laryngitis; malignant laryngitis; 
diphtheritic paralysis. 

Do not include: Stridulous croup (88); spasmodic 
croup (88). 

Frequent complications: Pneumonia; albuminuria; 
paralysis. 

Oa. DIPHTHERIA. 

10. GRIPPE. 

Include under this title : Influenza; grippe pneumonia; 
grippe bronchitis, and grippe broncho-pneumonia. 

11. SWEATING OR MILIARY FEVER. 

12. ASIATIC CHOIiERA. 

Include under this title: Indian cholera; cholera (witb 
out qualification) ; epidemic cholera. 
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18. CHOLERA NOSTRAS. 

Include under this title: Sporadic cholera; cholerine; 
choleriform enteritis or diarrhoea. 

Do not include: Cholera infantum j antimony cholera 
(175); hernial cholera (108). 

Note. — The word "cholera morbus" will be taken in its ordinary 
signification in each country, as in the sense of "cholera nostras" in 
North America, and as "Asiatic cholera" in France and in other 
countries. 

14. DYSENTERY. 

Include under this title : Choleriform dysentery ; Chinese 
dysentery ; dysentery of tropical countries. 

14a. EPIDEMIC DYSENTERY. 

15. PEST (Plague or Bubonic Plague). 

16. YELLOW FEVER. 

Include under this title : Vomito negro ; fiebre amarilla. 

17. LEPROSY. 

Include under this title : Elephantiasis grsecorum. 
Do not include : Elephantiasis arabum (145e) ; Morvan's 
disease (63) ; syringomyelias (63). 

18. ERYSIPELAS. 

Include under this title: All surgical erysipelas or 
medical erysipelas, without regard to seat. 

Do not include: Gangrenous or phlegmonous erysip- 
elas (144) ; erysipelatous phlegmon (144). 

19. OTHER EPIDEMIC AFFECTIONS. 

Include under this title: Mumps; rubeola; acrodynia; 
varicella; beri-beri; and any other epidemic affections 
which may not be included in this nomenclature. 

Do not include: Epidemic dysentery (14a); epidemic 
cerebrospinal meningitis. 

Note.— In cases where epidemics should arise, it will be necessary 
to here adopt a special provisional title.

20. PURULENT AND SEPTICEMIC INFECTION. 

Include under this title: Pyohsemia; purulent absorp- 
tion; putrid absorption; putrid infection; putrid fever; 
anatomical wounds ; streptococchsemia. 

Do not include: Puerperal septicaemia (137); infec- 
tious fever (55). 

Note. —When an adult female is returned as having been stricken 
with "septicaemia," send the report back in order that the physician 
may state whether or not the disease is puerperal. 

21. GLANDERS AND FARCY.

Do not include : Tuberculous laryngitis (26) ; laryngeal 
tuberculosis (26) ; croup (9) ; diphtheritic laryngitis and 
its synonyms (8) ; foreign bodies in the larynx (176). 

89. AFFECTIONS OF THE THYROID BODY. 

Include under this title: Goiter; pulsating thyrocele; 
myxcedema ; pachydermic cachexia. 

90. BRONCHITIS, ACUTE. 

Include under this title: Capillary bronchitis; trachei- 
tis; tracheo-bronchitis; broncho-alveolitis. 

Do not include : Broncho-pneumonia (92) ; specific bron- 
chitis or other synonym of pulmonary tuberculosis (see 
No. 27) ; fetid bronchitis (96) ; summer bronchitis (99). 

(See note on No. 91.) 
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91. BRONCHITIS, CHRONIC 

Include under this title : Mucous bronchitis (pituitous) ; 
catarrh (without qualification) ; bronchial, pituitous, pul- 
monary or suffocating bronchitis ; bronchorrhcea; dilata- 
tion of the bronchi ; bronchiectasis. 

Do not include: Fetid bronchitis (96); tuberculous bron- 
chitis (27) ; 

Note. — Return to the physician the reports of the cause "bron- 
chitis," in order that he may specify acute or chronic. When the 
physician fails thus to answer, classify under No. 90 all reports of 
children under 5 years of age, and under No. 91 all reports of those 
of greater age. 

92. BRONCHO-PNEUMONIA. 

To be included under this title : Catarrhal pneumonia. 
Do not include : Capillary bronchitis. 

93. PNEUMONIA.

Note. — In countries where "apical pneumonia" is always synony- 
mous with ' ' phthisis, " class this diagnosis under No. 27. In countries, 
on the contrary, where this is not constant, class under No. 93.

Include under this title : Pleuro-pericarditis ; pleuritic 
or thoracic effusion; pneumo-thorax ; hydro-pneumo- 
thorax; pyothorax; pleural vomica; pneumo-pyothorax ; 
hsemothorax ; thoracentesis ; empyema ; pleural adhesions. 

Do not include: Pleurodynia (99). 

95. PULMONARY CONGESTION AND PULMONARY APO- 

PLEXY. 

Include under this title : CEdema of the lungs. 

96. GANGRENE OF THE LUNG. 

Include under this title : Fetid bronchitis. 
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97. ASTHMA. 



Do not include: Cardiac asthma (79); suffocating ca- 
tarrh (91); hay fever (99). 

98. EMPHYSEMA OP THE LUNGS. 

Include under this title : Emphysema ( without qualifi- 
cation). 
Do not include: Subcutaneous emphysema. 

99. OTHER DISEASES OF THE RESPIRATORY APPARATUS 

(Phthisis excepted). 

Include under this title : Tracheo-stenosis; pleurodynia; 
pneumopathy; hydatids of the lung; pulmonary calculus; 
abscess of the lung; pulmonary anthracosis; interstitial 
pneumonia ; cirrhosis of the lung ; secondary sclerosis ; hay 
fever (summer bronchitis or catarrh). 

To be also included when their nature is not indicated : 
Organic lesion of the lung ; pulmonary accidents ; hemop- 
tysis; spitting of blood; pulmonary hemorrhage; pneu- 
morrhagia ; bronchorrhagia ; tracheotomy. 

Do not include: Cancer of the lung (45).

Include under this title : Diseases of the gums ; epulis ;

ranula ; thrush ; diseases of the teeth ; odontalgia ; dental 
caries; staphylitis; staphyloplasty; staphylorrhaphy. 

Do not include: Cancer of the lips or tongue (39) 
chancre of the mouth (36a) ; noma (142) ; mumps (19) gan- 
grene of the mouth (142) ; diseases of the palate (146 or 36) ; 
fracture of the maxilla (164) ; necrosis of the maxilla (146) ; 
paralysis of the velum palati (101). 

101. AFFECTIONS OF THE PHARYNX. 

Include under this title : Angina or Ludwig's disease ; 
anginas of all descriptions (except diphtheritic angina and 
its symptoms; see diphtheria, No. 9) ; amygdalitis; quinsy;

Do not include: Cancer of the oesophagus (40) ; stricture 
of the oesophagus, syphilitic (36). 

103. ULCER OF THE STOMACH. 

Include under this title : Round ulcer. 
Frequent complications: Haematemesis; perforations of 
the stomach; peritonitis. 

104. OTHER AFFECTIONS OF THE STOMACH (Cancer ex- 

cepted). 

Include under this title: Dilatation of the stomach; 
paresis of the stomach; dyspepsia; apepsia; gastritis; 
gastro-hepatitis ; foreign body in the stomach ; gastrotomy ; 
perforation of the stomach (non- traumatic) ; gastralgia; 
"vertigo a stomaco lseso"; catarrh of the stomach; 
indigestion. 

To be also included when their nature is not indicated : 
Gastrorrhagia ; hsematemesis ; gastric hemorrhage. 

Note. — See observation under No. 40 as to "organic lesion of the 
stomach." 

Do not include: Gastro-enteritis (105 or 106, according 
to age). 

105. DIARRH03A AND ENTERITIS (under two years). 

Include under this title: Gastro-enteritis or gastro- 
colitis of children ; infantile enteritis ; cholera infantum ; 
athrepsia. 

This title only considers these ailments in children 
tinder two years. 

105a. DIARRHOEA AND ENTERITIS, CHRONIC. 

Include under this title : Athrepsia. 

106. DIARRH03A AND ENTERITIS (two years and over). 

Include under this title: Gastro-enteritis or gastro- 
colitis of adults ; enteritis of adults ; diarrhoea of adults ; 
lienenteritis ; intestinal ulcerations; colitis; intestinal 
colic ; flatulent colic ; inflammatory colic. 

Do not include: Tuberculous enteritis. 
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lOT. INTESTINAL PARASITES. 

Include under this title: Helminthse ; oxyuri; taenia; 
solitary worm; ascaris lumbricoides ; trematodes; trico- 
cephalus ; ankylostomes ; colic from worms. 

108. HERNIAS AND INTESTINAL OBSTRUCTIONS. 

Include under this title : Internal strangulation ; intes- 
tinal invagination; stercoral tumors; ileus; intestinal 
occlusion ; volvulus ; hernial colic ; hernial gangrene. 

The following to be included when their nature is not 
specified : Merocele ; sarco-epiplocele ; sarco-epiplomphali- 
tis; kelotomy; herniotomy; artificial anus ; stercoraceous 
vomiting. 

Do not include: Laparotomy {without other qualifica- 
tion) (46). 

Frequent complications : Peritonitis. 

109. OTHER AFFECTIONS OF THE INTESTINES. 

Include under this title: Paralysis or paresis of the 
intestine; enteroptosis; constipation; stercoremia; intesti- 
nal calculi ; intestinal perforation ; foreign bodies in the 
intestine or rectum ; rectitis. 

Include also the following diseases when their nature is 
not indicated, and these operations when their cause is not 
specified : Enterotomy ; artificial anus ; enterrhagia ; intest- 
inal hemorrhage ; melena ; prolapsus of the rectum ; strict- 
ure of the rectum. 

Do not include : Stercoral tumor (108) ; intestinal invag- 
ination and its synonyms (108); typhlytis (118); peri- 
typhlitis (118).

Include under this title: Pernicious icterus; acute yel- 
low atrophy of the liver; parenchymatous hepatitis; 
Weil's disease. 

Do not include: Icterus {without qualification) (114); 
chronic icterus; icterus of the newborn (151). 

111. HYDATID TUMORS OF THE LIVER. 

Include under this title : Hydatid cyst ; hydatids ; echi- 
nococci. 

112. CIRRHOSIS OF THE LIVER. 

Include under this title: Cirrhosis (without qualifica- 
tion); alcoholic cirrhosis; interstitial cirrhosis; biliary 
cirrhosis; amyloid or fatty degeneration of the liver; slow 
atrophy of the liver; steatosis of the liver; alcoholic, 
interstitial, or chronic hepatitis. 

Do not include : Organic lesion of the liver (114) ; hyper- 
trophy of the liver (114). 

Frequent complications : Dropsy; hemorrhage; pneu- 
monia; tuberculosis. 

113. BILIARY CALCUIil. 

Include under this title : Hepatic calculi ; biliary lithi- 
asis; hepatic colic. 

114. OTHER AFFECTIONS OF THE LIVER. 

Include under this title : Abscess of the liver; hepatitis; 
hepatitis, acute; angio-cholitis ; cholecystitis; hepatocys- 
titis; choluria. 

To be also included when their precise nature is not 
indicated: Organic lesion of the liver ; tumor of the liver; 
hypertrophy of the liver; acholia; cholemia; icterus; 
chronic icterus ; jaundice ; hepatic congestion. 

Do not include : Grave icterus (110) ; icterus of the new- 
born (151). 

116. AFFECTIONS OF THE SPLEEN. 

Include under this title : Splenitis ; splenopathia ; mega- 
losplenia; splenocele. 

Do not include: The affections of the spleen due to 
leukozmia or malaria. 
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116. PERITONITIS, SIMPLE (Puerperal excepted). 

Include under this title : Peritonitis (without qualifica- 
tion) ; peritonitis, chronic ; peritoneal adhesions ; epiploitis ; 
metroperitonitis', pelviperitonitis. 

Do not include : Tuberculous peritonitis (29) ; cancer of 
the peritoneum (41) ; puerperal peritonitis (137) ; rheu- 
matic peritonitis (47). 

Note. — When an adult female is returned as having been stricken 
with "peritonitis," without other explanation, the report should be 
returned in order that the physician may specify whether or not the 
condition was puerperal.

Frequent complications : Anasarca; dropsy; . convul- 
sions; hemorrhages; cerebral apoplexy; pneumonia. 
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121. OTHER DISEASES OF THE KIDNEYS AND THEIR 

ADNEXA. 

Include under this title: Pyelitis; anuria; renal con- 
gestion; renal ectopia; nephroptosis; floating, motile, or 
displaced kidney; movable kidney; renal cysts; poly- 
cystic kidney ; hydronephrosis; hsematuria; perinephritis; 
perinephritic abscess ; pyelonephritis ; nephropyosis. 

To be also included when their nature is not specified : 
Organic lesion of the kidney; nephrorrhagia. 

122. CAIiCTTIil OF THE URINARY TRACT. 

Include under this title: Renal, ureteral, nephritic, 
vesical, or urinary calculus; nephritic colics; nephro- 
lithiasis; gravel; stone; calculary affections; urinary 
lithiasis; lithotrity; lithoclasty. 

Do not include: Prostatic calculus (125). 

123. DISEASES OF THE BLADDER. 

Include under this title : Cystitis, acute or chronic ; 
vesical or ureteral catarrh; cystorrhagia; tumor of the 
bladder ; cystocele ; cystoptosis ; foreign body in the blad- 
der; section; cystotomy; retention of urine; dysuria; 
paralysis of the bladder; vesical inertia; incontinence of 
urine ; tenesmus of the bladder. 

Do not include: Hcematuria (121); urinary fistula, 
even when they involve the bladder (124) ; cystosarcoma (45). 

124. DISEASES OF THE URETHRA. 

Include under this title: Urinary abscess, etc; anky- 
lurethria; foreign bodies; urethrotomy; urinary fistula 
(urethral, urethro-rectal, vesico-rectal, or vesico-metro- 
rectal); urinary infiltration; urinary intoxication; ure- 
thralgia; urethrorrhagia ; urinsemia; stricture of the 
urethra; urethrostenosis; urethroplasty; urethrorraphy. 

Do not include: Urethral catarrh (123); retention of 
urine (123).

Do not include : Cancer of the prostate (45) ; tubercle of 
the prostate (33). 
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126. NONVENEREAL DISEASES OF THE GENITAL OR-

Include under this title: Phimosis; paraphimosis; am- 
putation of the penis; seminal losses; spermatorrhoea ; 
orchitis; epididymitis; funiculitis; hydrocele; hsemato- 
cele of the testicle, cord, or scrotum; castration (in man) ; 
Malassez' disease. 

Do not include : Cancer of the testicle (45) ; tubercle of 
the testicle (33) ; sarco-hydrocele (45) ; syphilitic sarcocele 
(36) ; spermatorrhoea (126) ; varicocele (83). 

127. METRITIS. 

Include under this title : Ulcer of the uterus; ulceration 
of the neck (of the "womb). 

128. UTERINE HEMORRHAGE, NONPUERPERAL. 

Include under this title: Metrorrhagia; monorrhagia; 
tamponage of the vagina or uterus. 

129. UTERINE TUMOR (not cancerous) . 

Include under this title : Fibroid tumor, or fibroid body 
of the uterus; hystero-myoma ; uterine polypus; fungus 
or fungoid tumors of the uterus. 

180. OTHER DISEASES OP THE UTERUS. 

Include under this title : Ulcerations of the neck ; uterine 
or vaginal catarrh; deviation, antiflexion, retroflexion, 
anti version, falling or prolapse of the uterus ; prolapse of 
the vagina; uterine prolongation; amenorrhcea; hyper- 
trophy of the neck of the uterus ; dysmenorrhcea ; organic 
lesion of the uterus ; hysterectomy ; hysterotomy ; metrot- 
omy ; ablation of the uterus ; abscess of the pelvis ; peri- 
uterine or retro-uterine abscess or phlegmon; pelvic

— It often happens that physicians neglect to note the 
puerperal character of the disease; hence the following rule for the 
guidance of those whose duty it is to collect statistics. "When- 
ever an adult female is noted as having been affected with a disease 
which may be puerperal, the report should be returned to the 
reporter, in order that he may state explicitly whether or not the 
disease was puerperal. The following are these diseases : Perito- 
nitis ; pelviperitonitis ; metroperitonitis ; septicaemia ; hemorrhage ; 
metrorrhagia; eclampsia; phlegmasia alba dolens ; phlebitis; lym- 
phangitis; embolism; sudden death; abscess of the breast. 

134. ACCIDENTS OF PREGNANCY. 

Include under this title : Miscarriage (death of mother) ; 
abortion (death of mother); hemorrhage of pregnancy; 
incoercible vomiting; rupture of tubal pregnancy; abla- 
tion of the pregnant tube ; difficulties and fatigues super- 
vening in the course of pregnancy. 

134a. LABOR, NORMAL. 

(Morbidity statistics only.) 

135. PUERPERAL HEMORRHAGE. 

Include under this title : Metrorrhagia, puerperal. 
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136. OTHER ACCIDENTS OF LABOR. 

Include under this title: Dystocia; Csesarian section; 
rupture of the uterus ; metrorrhexia ; laceration or rupture 
of the perineum; perineorrhaphy; placenta previa; mal- 
position, retention, detachment, or apoplexy of the placenta; 
cephalotripsy ; embryotomy (adult) ; symphisiotomy ; ver- 
sion; application of forceps ; uterine inversion. 

137. PUERPERAL SEPTICEMIA. 

Include under this title: Puerperal fever; puerperal 
infection; puerperal endometritis; puerperal salpingitis; 
perimetro-salpingitis, or phlegmon of the broad ligament, 
or diffuse pelvic puerperal cellulitis; puerperal perito- 
nitis, metroperitonitis, phlebitis, lymphangitis or pyo- 
hsemia. 

Do not include: Septicemia (without qualification) (20). 

138. ALBUMINURIA AND PUERPERAL ECLAMPSIA. 

Include under this title: Puerperal uraemia; nephritis 
of pregnancy; eclampsia of women in labor; epileptiform 
convulsions of women in fabor ; puerperal tetanus. 

139. PHLEGMASIA ALBA DOLENS, PUERPERAL. 

Frequent complications : gangrene; embolism. 

Do not include: Phlegmasia alba dolens, nonpuerperal 
(82). 

140. OTHER PUERPERAL ACCIDENTS; SUDDEN DEATH. 

Include under this title: Puerperal embolism; puer- 
peral thrombus; sudden death in the puerperium; conse- 
quence of labor (without other explanation). 

Do not include: Sudden death, nonpuerperal (178); 
puerperal scarlatina (7). 

141. PUERPERAL DISEASES OF THE BREAST. 

Include under this title: Fissure of the nipple (puer- 
peral) ; circumscribed abscess ; abscess of the breast (puer- 
peral) ; fistula of the breast (puerperal or without further 
indication). 
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VIII. DISEASES OF THE SKIN AND CELLULAR TISSUE. 

142. GANGRENE. 

Include under this title : Eschar; sphacelus; gangrene, 
dry ; gangrene, senile ; gangrene of the extremities ; gan- 
grene of the mouth; gangrene of the vulva, etc. ; noma; 
Raynaud's disease. 

Do not include: Gangrene of the lung (96); hernial 
gangrene (108) ; gangrenous erysipelas (144). 

143. ETJRUNCIiE (Carbuncle). 

Do not include : Biskra, Aleppo, or Medina button. 

Note. — The word "anthrax" will be taken in the sense in which it 
is ordinarily employed in each country, as for example : in French- 
speaking countries, as "an aggregation of furuncles" (148); and as 
"malignant pustule" (22) in Russia. 

144. PKLEGMON ; WARM ABSCESS. 

Include under this title : Abscess (without qualification) ; 
phlegmonous tumor ; adeno-phlegmon ; suppurative aden- 
itis; bubo (without qualification); suppurating bubo; 
diffuse phlegmon ; phlegmonous or gangrenous erysipelas ; 
panaris; whitlow; abscess of the mediastinum; vomica 
(without any other indication). 

Do not include : Bacitlary abscess (33) ; abscess of the 
fauces, throat or retropharynx (101) ; of the liver (114) ; of 
the iliac fossa (118) ; of the pelvis (130) ; of the prostate 
(125) ; urinary (124) ; peri-uterine (14) ; of the breast, non- 
puerperal (130) ; cold (31 ) ; by congestion (31) ; ossifluent 
(31) ; angioleucitis (84). 

145. TINEA EAVUS. 

(Morbidity statistics alone. ) 

145a. TINEA TONSURANS, TRICOPHYTON. 

Include under this title : Tinea (without qualification). 
(Morbidity statistics alone.) 

145b. PELADES. 

(Morbidity statistics alone.) 

145c. ITCH. 

(Morbidity statistics alone.) 
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145d. OTHER DISEASES OF THE SKIN AND ITS ADNEXA. 

Include under this title : Erythema; urticaria; prurigo, 
ptiriasis; lichen; psoriasis; dermatitis; eczema; impetigo; 
aphtha; herpes; ecthyma; elephantiasis Arabum ; pachy- 
dermatitis; polysarcia; scleroderma; cheloids; fungoid 
mycosis; seborrhoea; tropho-neuroses ; zona; Wardrop's 
disease; Biskra, Aleppo, or Medina button; Pendine 
ulcer ; Cochin-China ulcer ; pemphigus ; myiasis. 

Do not include: Pachydermatous cachexia (89); ele- 
phantiasis grmcorum (17).

(without qualification) ; osteoma; osseous tumor; cranial 
tumor; foreign bodies in the frontal or other sinuses; 
mastoiditis; abscess of the frontal or maxillary sinus; 
osteomalacia; softening of bone; rachitis; scoliosis; lor- 
dosis; cyphosis. 

Do not include : Caries of the petrous bone (76) ; dental 
caries (100); esteocopic pains (36c); osteosarcoma (45); 
phosphorus necrosis (58). 

147. ARTHRITIS AND OTHER DISEASES OF THE JOINTS 

(Tuberculosis and Rheumatism excepted).

Do not include: Rheumatic arthritis (47).

Include under this title only those cases in which the 
lesion, the cause for amputation, is not specified. 

Do not include : Amputation of the breast (133) ; ampu- 
tation of the penis (126). 

Frequent complications: Septicemia; erysipelas; 
tetanus; hemorrhage. 
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149. OTHER AFFECTIONS OF THE ORGANS OF LOCOMO- 
TION. 

Include under this title: Hygroma; perichondritis; 
disarticulation; tarsalgia; painful talipes valgus; retrac- 
tion of the fingers or of the palmar aponeurosis; Dupuy- 
tren's disease ; nontraumatic muscular rupture ; muscular 
diastasis; myodiastasis ; nontraumatic rupture of a ten- 
don; diseases of tendons; tenophytes; tenosynovitis; 
tenotomy; tenorrhaphy; torticollis; lumbago; curvature. 



X. MALFORMATIONS. 

150. MALFORMATIONS (Stillbirths not Included). 

Include under this title: Malformation; monstrosity; 
anomaly; arrest of development; congenital hydroceph- 
alus ; hydrocephalus (without qualification) ; megaloceph- 
alus; hydrorachia; spina bifida; encephalocele; poren- 
cephalia; congenital eventration; omphalocele; exom- 
phalos; ectopia; imperforate anus, etc.; hare-lip; cleft 
palate; anaspadias; hypospadias; cryptorchid; vascular 
nsevus; polydactylia; syndactilia; congenital club foot; 
talipes valgus, varus or equinus, congenital; congenital 
deafness or blindness ; persistence of the foramen of Botale 
(foramen ovale). 

Do not include : Coloboma (75) ; painful fiat foot (149) ; 
acquired hydrocephalus (74c). 



XI. EARLY INFANCY. 



150a. THE NEWBORN AND NURSLINGS DEPARTING FROM 
HOSPITALS WITHOUT HAVING BEEN SICK. 

(Morbidity statistics alone.) 



151. CONGENITAL DEBILITY, ICTERUS, AND SCLEREMA. 

Include under this title : Premature birth ; atrophy 
(infantile); icterus or hepatitis of the newborn; atalec- 
tasis of the lungs in the newborn ; oedema of the newborn. 

Note. — This title deals only with infants of three months old at 
most. 
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152. OTHER DISEASES OP EARLY INFANCY. 

Include under this head : Umbilical hemorrhage ; inflam- 
mation of the umbilicus ; cyanosis of the newborn. 

(This title has reference to children not more than three 
months old.) 

153. LACK OF CARE. 

XII. OLD AGE. 

154. SENILE DEBILITY. 

Include under this title : Senility ; old age ; cachexia (of 
the old); senile exhaustion; senile dementia. 
Do not include: Senile gangrene (142). 

XIII. AFFECTIONS PRODUCED BY EXTERNAL CAUSES. 

Among suicides there should only be classed those in -whom 
suicide or attempted suicide is clearly demonstrated. 

In collective suicides there should only be counted those who 
have attained their majority. Minors ought to be regarded as the 
victims of assassination. 

155. SUICIDE BY POISON. 

Include under this title: Voluntary poisoning; volun- 
tary absorption of sulphuric acid (or any other corrosive 

substance). 

156. SUICIDE BY ASPHYXIA. 

Include under this title : Suicide by the vapor of char- 
coal. 

157. SUICIDE BY HANGING OR STRANGULATION. 

Include under this title : Hanging. 

158. SUICIDE BY DROWNING. 

159. SUICIDE BY FIREARMS. 

160. SUICIDE BY CUTTING INSTRUMENTS. 

161. SUICIDE BY JUMPING FROM HIGH PLACES. 

162. SUICIDE BY CRUSHING. 

163. OTHER SUICIDES. 
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164. FRACTURES. 

Include under this title: Separation of the epiphyses; 
fracture of the cranium. 

165. SPRAINS. 

Include under this title: Strains; stretching of liga- 
ments. 

(Morbidity statistics alone.) 

165a. LUXATIONS. 

Include under this title : Subluxations. 

166. OTHER ACCIDENTAL TRAUMATISMS. 

Include under this title : Stabs ; contusion ; bites (non- 
venomous, nonvirulent) ; crashing; railroad accidents 
(suicide excepted); wounds by cutting instruments (sui- 
cide not demonstrated); accidental falls; concussion of 
the brain; perforation of the cranium; traumatic hemor- 
rhage ; traumatic fever ; traumatic eventration ; perforation 
of the abdomen or chest ; all acute affections designated 
as "traumatic;" wounds by firearms. 

167. BURNS AND SCALDS. 

Include under this title: Burns and scalds; burns from 
steam; from petroleum. 

Do not include : Conflagration. 

168. BURNS FROM CORROSIVE SUBSTANCES. 

Include under this title : Burns by vitriol. 

169. INSOLATION. 

Include under this title : Sunstroke. 

170. FREEZING. 

Do not include : Effects of cold {newborn) (153). 

171. ELECTRICAL DISTURBANCES. 

Include under this title : Death from lightning. 

172. ACCIDENTAL SUBMERSION. 

Include under this title : Drowning (nonsuicidal). 
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173. PROSTRATION. 

Include under this title : Fatigue. 
(Morbidity statistics alone.) 

173a. INANITION. 

Include under this title : Hunger ; insufficient food ( new- 
horn excepted) ; misery. 

Do not include: Lack of care (newborn) (153); lack of 
nutrition (newborn) (153); sitiophobia (68); hysterical 
anorexia (74a). 

174. ABSORPTION OF DELETERIOUS GASES (Suicide ex- 

cepted). 

Include under this title : Asphyxia, accidental(patholog- 
ical asphyxia and suicidal asphyxia excepted) ; asphyxia 
by illuminating gas ; asphyxia by stoves (fixed or portable) ; 
absorption of carbonic oxide ; conflagration ; absorption of 
ammonium sulphide ; asphyxia by night soil ; absorption 
of chloroform ; absorption of nitrous oxide. 

Do not include : Asphyxia of the adult (without qualifi- 
cation) (179). 

175. OTHER ACUTE POISONINGS. 

Include under this title : Every acute poisoning (suicide 
excepted) ; antimony cholera ; acute ergotism ; absorption 
of venom; bite of serpent; accidental absorption of sul- 
phuric acid or other corrosive substances. 

Do not include : Saturnism (57) ; Hydrargyrism, etc. (58 
or 59); morphinism, chronic ergotism, etc. (59). 

176. OTHER EXTERNAL VIOLENCE. 

Include under this title : Accident (without other quali- 
fication); bad treatment (upon a child); capital punish- 
ment; foreign body in the larynx; foreign body in the 
trachea. 



XIV. ILL-DEFINED DISEASES. 

The following titles will include only those conditions ill-defined 
by the physician, whether from lack of sufficient data, or because 
the disease was ill-defined, or because the physician was negligent 
in making a complete diagnosis. 
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177. DROPSY. 

Include under this title : Anasarca ; ascites ; oedema of 
the extremities or generalized oedema; organic lesion (not 
denned). 

Do not include : (Edema of the new-born (151) ; oedema 
of the glottis (88) ; oedema of the lungs (95) ; oedema of the 
brain (64). 

178. SUDDEN DEATH. 

Include under this title : Syncope (followed by death). 

Do not include: Puerperal sudden death (140); nor 
sudden death followed by an explanation as "diabetic" 
(30); or "apoplectic" (64). 

179. ILL-DEFINED OK UNSPECHTED CAUSES OP DEATH. 

Include under this title: Exhaustion or cachexia or 
debility (of adults) ; asthenia; adynamia; ataxo-adyna- 
mia; coma; asthenic; hectic; colliquative; synochial; 
gastric, bilious, or pituital, fever; gastric involvement; 
fever of detention; paralysis of the heart (in German 
"herzlahmung" or "herzschlag,"in English "heart fail- 
ure"); cyanotic asphyxia (without indicated cause, the 
newborn excepted) ; or any other insufficient diagnosis. 

Do not include : Exhaustion, cachexia or debility of the 
old (154) ; fever ataxo-adynamic, continued, summer, or 
hay (99) ; asphyxia by external cause (156 or 174) ; cyano- 
sis of the newborn (152).
